Tho committee of railroad execu­ 
tives. headed by Mr. Frank Trumbull, 
representing thirty-five of the leading 
railroad systems of the nation, recent­ 
ly presented to President Wilson a 
memorandum briefly reviewing the dif­ 
ficulties now confronting the railroads 
of the country and asking for tile co­ 
operation of the governmental authori­ 
ties and the public in supporting rail­ 
road credits and recognizing an emer­ 
gency which requires that the rail­ 
roads be given additional revenues. 
The memorandum recites that the 
European war has resulted in general 
depression of business on the Ameri­ 
can continent and in the dislocation 
of credits at home and abroad. 
With 
revenues decreasing and interest rates 
increasing the transportation systems 
of the country face a most serious 
crisis 
and 
the 
memorandum 
is 
a 
strong presentation 
of 
the 
candle 
burning at both ends and the perils 
tIlat must ultimately attend such a 
confiagration when the flames meet 
is apparent to all. 
In their general 
discussion 
the 
railroad 
representa­ 
tives say in part: 
"By reason of leg 
isiation and regulation by the federal 
government and the forty-eight states 
acting independently of eueh other, as 
well as through the action of a strong 
public opinion, railroad expenses in 
recent years have vastly increased. 
No criticism is here made of the gen­ 
eral theory of governmental regula 
tion, but on the other hand, no in­ 
genuity can relieve the carriers of ex­ 
penses created thereby.” 
President Wilson, in transmitting : 
the 
memorandum 
of

railroad I 
presidents to the public, charac ter- J 
izes it as “ a lucid statement ot plain I 
truth.” 
The president 
recognizing 
the emergency as extraordmary, con­ 
tinuing, said in part: 
“ You ask me to call the attention \ 
of the country to the imperative need 
that railway credits be sustain* d and 
the railroads helped in every possible 
way, whether by private co-op* rative .

Hint ninny farmers fail to obtain 
full beueiit from turning under 
legume crops for green manure 
Ixs'MUBe of the lack of root nod­ 
ules. The chief benefit of legume 
crops ix doe to minute soil bac­ 
teria which grow in association 
with the roots of the legume 
plant ami convert the nitrogen of 
the air into available plant food. 
Furthermore, with each legume 
crop is associated its own indi­ 
vidual strain of material. Forex- 
ample. tin* bacteria which grow 
u|(on the roots of alfalfa will not 
develop with the lima bean. 
In 
areas over which any particular 
legume lins been grown for a 
nuuilter of years it is generally 
found that the soil is naturally 
Inoculated, but when nature has 
not already provided the proper 
bacteria In the soil artificial Inoc­ 
ulation I* essential. 
Introducing 
new kinds of crops into any fie 
canty usually requires the intro­ 
duction «*f tilt* proper bacteria for 
the new legume. This may Is* ac­ 
complished either by scattering 
sol! dug from a field of a well 
inoculated crop of the same kind 
or by moistening the seeds of tile 
legume crop to be planted with a 
culture of the proper variety of 
bacteria. 
In general it may be snid that 
inoculation presents few difficul­ 
ties to those who are willing to 
d » work carefully. Whether nat­ 
urally inoculated soil or artificial 
cultures should l*e used depends 
upon local conditions. When soil 
is used great care should be ex­ 
ercised to dig it only from fields 
that are free from objectionable 
weeds arid from serious plant dis­ 
eases.
